Fifty area high school students have 
opened a store offering handcrafted 
items just in time for holiday shopping 

The students are members of the 
merchandising careerist class offered by 
the Baldy View Regional Occupational! 
Program (ROP). In the Student- 
Operated (STOP) Shop, students handle 
advertising, bookkeeping and stocking 
selling of merchandise 

One advantage of the program is that 
Students have a chance to discover 
whether they like the merchandising 
field, said Jerry Teresi, a supervisor for 
Baldy View ROP. If not, they can 
prepare for other careers through ROP 

In the STOP Shop, students are divided 
into five departments: advertising and 
promotion, product development. sales 
bookkeeping and accounting and store 


operations

Each week 30 Upland children go on an 
elephant hunt 

While “Mothers and Others” gather at 
the Upland Public Library for a crafts 
lesson, preschoo! children join librarian 
Dorothy Farrington for stories, songs 
and games 

The elephant hunt starts with each 
child pretending to ge asleep. As Mrs 
Farrington tells the story of setting out 
on the hunt, the preschoolers pantomime 
the actions 

They pound their hands on their knees 
for the sound of running on a jungle path 
and brush their hands together to make 
the noise of walking through tall grass 
After swimming rivers and climbing 
trees, each child sneaks up and 
photographs an animal 

Then comes the hard part of the game 
Without any words, the hunters do all the 
actions in reverse — climbing down the 
tree, swishing through the grass 
pounding down the trail until they are 
where” 

“At home!"’ shout children who have 
gone on the pretend elephant hunt 
before 

Through such games Mrs. Farrington 
introduces the preschoolers to stories 
and encourages them to use their 
imaginations 

She also reads stories to acquaint the 
children with books and noted that after 
story time most youngsters choose books 
to take home. Mrs. Farrington reads 
stories that fit the season and includes a 
variety in each session. She picks some 
with only a few words for the younger 
children as well as more advanced ones 
for the older children 

While the preschoolers are enjoying 
the stories and games, they're also 
learning to follow directions and get 
along with other people. Por many it is 
the first experience away from their 
mothers, said Mrs. Farrington. 

She carefully watches them 
encouraging the shyer ones to 
particfPste and chanir., the ectivity if 
they get wo restless. An inevitabie part 
of story time is tying five or six pairs of 
shoe laces, she said 

Since she taught nursery school and 
first grade before coming te Upland 
Library, Mrs. Farrington is weil 
prepared for storeis, games and shoe 
laces 


While preschoolers are hearing 
stories, librarian Corynne Hanzlik gives 
crafts demonstration for ‘‘Mothers and 
Others.” The group gives mothers a 
chance to make friend® and learn 
something new while ther youngsters 
are busy 

The group isn't limited to mothers 
Mrs. Hanzlik said. It is open to anyone 
interested in crafts. The group has had 
members from Glendora and Riverside 

Each session, Mrs. Hanzlik 
demonstrates several projects including 
crafts adults can do with children 
Demongrations have included dough 
art, needlepoint, macrame, puppets 


Energy crisis 
alternatives 
to be voiced 


Alternatives to the nation’s energy 
problem will be explored at the Upland 
Host Lions Club noon luncheon Dec. 12 
Television and radio personality John 
Milton Kennedy will analyze the 
potential of various fuels used in 
industry and homes 

He also will relate the energy proglem 
to the nation's environmental] 
requirements and to the drive to reduce 
air and water pollution.

Kennedy's experience as a performer 
goes back to the “Golden Age of Kadio 
when he appeared on Lux Radio Theater 
and the Loretta Young Show.

Periodically students change 
departments so each student learns to 
perform the many jobs required for 
operating a store. That on-the-job 
experience is far more beneficial than 
learning merchandising from a book, 
noted Debra Derho, STOP Shop 
supervisor 

After completing the merchandising 
careerist class, students are prepared to 
fill entry-level managernent positions 
Employment in merchandising and sales 
fields is expected to expand as the 
population increases, Teresi said 

All merchandise featured in the STOP 
Shop is handcrafted and is rotated 
constantly to provide variety. The shop 
concentrates on original items at 
reasonable prices, Miss Derto said 
Prices range from $1-$30 

Items include pottery, Christmas 
wreaths and decorations, leather goods

STORY TELLING

The City Council made the first move 
Monday night to solve traffic bottleneck 
problems in newly developed areas. The 
city generally requires the first 
developer to provide two-thirds of an 
access street in new developments. A 
bottleneck is created when the property 
on the other side of the street is not 
developed, leaving a ‘‘half street.” City 
staff was directed to research the 
problem, and council cowtinued until 
Dec. 16 consideration of two tract map 
areas presently experiencing 
bottlenecks 

Council members noted that such 
bottlenecks could continue for 20 years 
but that it would be ‘grossly unfair’ to 
require the first developer to improve 
the entire street 

They returned to the Planning 
Commission for further study the 
tentative map for a parce) located north 
of Turquoise and Garnet ways. Noting 
that Turquoise Way is a half street at the 
corner of Ninth Street, Councilwoman 
Ina Petokas stated that access to the 
retirement home proposed for the site 
should be improved before the tentative 
map is approved 

According to the planning department 
the remainder of Turquoise cannot be 
improved unless the house on the 
adjacent property is torn down. Council 
suggested the staff consider using a one 
way street at Turquoise. Another 
solution is to make a full-width street by

That 
would create a jog in Turquoise and

The tentative map for a tract at the 
northeast corner of Mountain Avenue 
and 16th Street was also returned to the 
planning commission for study 

Two lots facing 16th St. are too close to 
the intersection with Mountain Avenue 
for easy access, according to Mrs 
Petokas. The lots are too narrow for 
circular driveways, so the present plan 
creates the possible hazard of drivers 
backing from the lots into traffic, she 
added 

Development of the tract will add to 
problems of adjacent residents living on 
Sullivan St, presently only partially 
improved. The street is reportedly too 
narrow for the number of cars that will 
travel it when the new tract is open 

Residents noted that Sullivan St. will 
be used to avoid the intersection of 17th 
and Mountain which is congested at rush 
hour. The planning commission 
suggested that Sullivan St. not be joined 
for through traffic until it is widened 
and improved 

A resident requested that the street be 
opened and widened when the tract is 
developed She commented that leaving 
the street blocked is not sare. Many 
drivers use Sullivan expecting it to be a 
through street, she noted 


for working in the STOP Shop and 
receive a 10 percent commission on 
iterns they sell. The store is nonprofit, so 
all profits are reinvested in 
merchandise, Teresi said 

The course is open to juniors and 
seniors in the Chaffey Union High School 
District as well as the four other 
districts served by ROP.

Related ROP courses are department, 
variety and hardware store retail sales. 
ROP students work at Newberry’s, 
Buffums, Montgomery Ward's and Ole’s 
Home Centers. In January, students will 
be able to take a specialty shop sales 
course. They will work in several small 
shops in Montclair Plaza 

ROP is designed to provide high- 
quality technical, vocational and 
occupational training. By combining 
resources of separate school districts.
